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FIRE= AND BUILDINGS.

The ever vital question of fire-proof build-
ings is discussed st leagth in some inter
views which sppesr in this issue. The old
ideas s to fire-prool buildings received a
rude shoek in the Chicsgo snd Boston con-
fiagrations, when brick and granite went
down before the flames with scarcely more
resistance than sandstone or frame. Binee
then it bas been regarded ssan open ques-
tion whether abeolutely fire-proof buildings
can be comstructied, and one or two recent
fives have served to siyengthen that doubt.

The opinion of locsl srohitects indicstes
that our new and fine buildings are as near
fire-proof as they are made. Thai these
buildings from the Court House and Peni-
tentiary down would prove superior
to the  msssults of any ordiosry
fire may be regarded as beyond dis-
pate; although the question whether
they would stand the test which swept
granite blocks in Chieago is more doubtful.
The Pidelity building is recognized as ap-
proaching perfection in this respect, al-
though it also appears that If we disoard
the theories of etyle and beauty which most
of us would be sorry to lose and build build-
ings of frebrick snd iron, like puddling
furosces, they would resist any beat that
can be produced.

Oue point is especially deserving of atien-
"tion. It is that narrow streets multiply the
dangers of fire. The wideniog of our prin-
cipal streets at present would be well nigh

impracticable; but THEDISPATUE bas oflen
poiated out the benefits to be secured by
widening the streets in sections which are
Jikely to become business quarters in the near
future. Here ¢ sn argument in favor of
such a policy, that is of the grestest weight.

PEOPHETS OF PROSPERITY.
Among the characteristic points of Mr,
MeKinley’s ringing speech the other day, in
socepting the renomination which entails
upon him a very hard fight and desperste
chanoces, was the prediction that, when the
McKinley bill is passed, it will bring in an
era of husiness prosperity surpassing sny-

faith. Indeed, it seems to be the regulsr
and necessary view of the champion of al-
maost every polioy, that it is destined to ush-
er in prosperity unalloyea and unnvaled.
The silver men have declared that the pas-
sage of their measure will make the wheels
of every industry move to quicker time, and
confer unbounded prosperity on the farmers;
sod some of the more sanguine of that
oult have even gone so far as to claim
thai the prosperity is established before
the Treasury has got its first month's
purchuses of eilver stacked away in the
vanlis. The Farmers’ Allisnee people
think that a golden age of basiness booms is
waiting on the ensctment of the sub-Tress-
ury bill; while the legislators of the *‘old
flag and an appropriation” elass think that
universal wealth is be bad by aoy means
which scatiers the surplus most widely.

Predictions of that sort, therefore, leave
us in the following dilemma: Either these
meaxures will give ua wide prosperity or
they will not. If the prosperity comes we
shall be affiseted by the difficulty of demding
whom we sre to thank for it If we credit
the benefit to Mr. MeKinley that will in-
volve ingratitude to the silver men and the
surplus scatterers. The same trouble will
prevent us from being grateful to any of
them for fear of being wungrateful to the
others; and the work of conferring pros-
perity on the land will become a thankless
one. On the other band if this unbounded
prosperity should not materialize the repu-
tation of these economic prophets would be
more completely wrecked than that ot Wig-
gins or Verner as weather sharps,

We think that the latter consideration
should induce s little discretion in the
roseate views of our political prophets. We
have no desire to underrate any of their
pet measures; but we think that a plentifal
supply of natural gas in Pennsylvanis and
good crops in the West wonld produce more
real prosperity than all the messures that
have come out of the brains of cur presest
stalesmen, .

THE LABOR QUEATION IN PARIS,

The sketch of the condition of the Paris
workman, given in & specisl letter in this
issue, from M. Jules Jofirin, one of the
Socialist deputies, is 8 very interesting one,
It comtaios soveral points which ought to
sugpest important reflections to all who are
interested in the labor question in soy part
of the world.

One of these points is the fact demon-
strated in Paris, that although the wages of
the Paris workman have risen largely in
the past fifteen or twenty years, the advanes
bas been meutralized by the increase in the
cost of living. M. Joffrin is right in saying
than an “increase in the price paid for man-
ual labor is no safe oriterion of the pros-
perity of the working classes.” It is what
the wages will effect for the workiogmsn;
the comiorts of living that they will obtain
for him; and the consideration in society
that be can secure by his work, that de-
termines whether the laborer is well or poorly
paid. The specious plea by whizh trusts
are supported on the ground thatdome of
them give s elight increase in wages to their
workingmeu, while raising the costof lile
many $imes more to the vast body of the

laboring classes, is fully exposed by this
tact.

The influence which female 1abor has had
on the social and political position of
French women is rather peculiar to the
French, There is something akin to it in
the improved position of women in this
country who are able to enter into the pro-
fessions, and take raok in work requiring
mental labor; but it would surprise Amer.
icans to learn that women who work in the
industries that are open tothem by the
mass, are more influential than if they were
eolely ocoupied as mothers and housewives.
Indeed, the general opinion is so far to the
contrary on this side of the ocean that most
people seek for a remedy for the surplus of
poorly paid female labor in the direction of
increasing their employment in the domestic
oircles.

A very valuable suggestion is conveyed
in the statement that the municipality of
Paris hss aided the workingmen, by giving
out contracts to workingmen’s associations
and ecorporstions, and even sdvancing
money where necessary to make that a
success, We believe that this practice con-
tains the germ of the solution of many
of the lsbor problems, The great
eause of troble in most labor questions is
the distinet division between the laboring
classes and those who employ them, If the
laborers were largely their own contractors,
that division would be to a great measure
lessened. Moreover there is a decided
question whether there would not bea dis-
tinct economio gain in this method.

Of course such & plan would not be prae-
ticable in all industries; but there are many
in which investigation might show it to be
not only possible but advantageous. In
building, for example, & contractor will
take the job and distribute the warious
classes of work among sub-contractors, each
of whom furnishes the workingmen, for
each species of work, It might be salotary
to inquire whether the profits that the
various contractors mnd sub-contractors
must have do pot materially increase the
cost of building, and whether if associstions
of workingmen could be employed to take
contracts for work, of such sort, they might
not ut once lessen the cost of building aad
seoure themselves better wages. If an as-
socis*lon of common laborers were formed to
take jobs of excavation, they would be
likely to work with a better will than when
they are paid by the day, no matter
whether the work goes well or not.

One of the vital economic questions of the
day is whether the middle man is not given
by custom &n excessive profit. As long as
the middle man does his work more cheaply
than sny ono else does it, the presumption
isom his side. But the example of Paris
shows that an experiment is being made
there which suggests the possibility of
bringing the workingmen into direot con-
wot with the consumer, in certain important
lines of industry.

The managers of the Westmoreland
the Penn Gas Coal Companies, operating
Irwin station, will do well to
the proposition of President Rae, of
United Mine Workers of America, for
settlement of the sirike.

It is very plain that Blaine has no
intention of allowing the public attention
to be diverted from the reciprosity pro-
gramme. His arguments are conched in
terms that the people ean understand, and
they eannot but create a profonnd impres-
sion npon the couniry. We are glad that
such live idess are furnished at a time when
peanut politics and rowdyism arerife in
Copgress,

LIHT ON THE IRON QUESTION.

Discussion of our industrial interests in
the publio press is & commendable thing,
and for that reason we are glad to see n dis-
position in the editorial ecolumns of our es-
teemed cotemporary, the Baltimore Sum, to
embark in veriodical discussion of points
connected with the iron industry. Boch s
disposition is to be encouraged on the ground
that its articles are amusing to those who
know anything about iron making, are in-
nocuous to every one else and may in the
fullness of time result in giving the esteemed
BSun itsell some information on the subject
concerning which it is produeing editorials.

A short time ago we had opeasion to notice
the Sun’s statement that the laborin a ton
of pig iron amounts to only $1 50 per ton,
that blunder having been made by taking
the official report of the labor at the fur
naces {0 include all.the labor reguired to
produce pig iron. The Sun's argament from
that blunder was a fres trade one, Its latest
effort is to prove from the census re-
turas on the produstion of pig iron that
Ponnsylvania’s lead in that industry
must be transferred to the Sonth, The
argument is based on the following rather
delicions statement. '*That Pennsylvanis
still produces nearly one-half of the total
supply is owing to & fortunate eoncurrence
of cireumstaness. Without the discovery of
natural gas, which has ensbled her materi-
ally to echeapen production, she could not
st this dsy compete with the forges of the
Btate of Alabama.” But this, the esteemed
Sun proceeds to remark, isonly a temporary
advantage, “It is a serious guestion as to
how long the supply of uatural gas will hold
out,”” and this dismal picture for the Pennsyl-
vania pig iron industry is aketched in con-
clusion. *‘If the Pennsylvania supply wers
exhausted it would either foree the iron mas-
ters to fall back on ocoal, or to remove their
plaot to the Ohio or Indiana gas fields or to
the South.”

This 1s interesting; although it might
have been made more so by the addition of
o few more festures. Ifsun spots, or the
Iateness of the seasons, or the failure of the
lumber supply, had been introduced as
causes sffecting the pig iron industry, it
would bave added picturesqueness and va-
riety to the Sun’s deliverances on that im-
portant topie. It is to be hoped that our es-
teemed cotemporary will continue to study
the iron question nntil it learns that natural
gas hns never been used lor making pig iron;
that it is not failing; and consequently that
its failure cannot transfer the pig iron in-
dustry to the South,

PATTISON AND BALLOT REFORM,

Ex-Governor Pattison has re-stated his
attitvde asto ballot reform. Nobody sin-
cerely had doubts about it. But the Demo-
cratic candidate must be prepared to meet
all sorts of insincers accusations, and we
suppose his reiteration of what everybody
kuew before is in this case a politieal neces-
sity. Standing upon the Beranton plat-
form, Mr. Pattison is not ealled mpon
to say very much further sbout his
desire for ballot relorm, and what
he does say pithily presents his views
beyond all peradventure. The faot that he
did not say soything upon this point spe-
cifically in his letter of acoeptance is beside
the question. The effort on the part of Mr,
Pattison’s opponents has been to create the
impression that he was not in accord with
the Demooratic candidate for Lieuntsnant
Governor, the Hon, Chauncey F. Black, as
to the means of procuring ballot reform.
